FRENCH REPORT 
CONSOLIDATING’ 
POINTS GAINED 


Paris Claims Summit of Hart- 
mannsweilerkopf Retaken’ by 
French—Berlin Outlines Gains 
Made at Meuse - Heights

PARIS, April 27—Official commu- 
niques report the extension and consoli- 
dation of French progress-north of Spree 
and on the Meuse heights. ; 

The summit of Hartmannsweilerkopf 
taken from the French troops yesterday 
morning was recaptured by them in the 
evening and prisoners taken. 

Wednesday—North of Ypres, the lat- 
est communique states, the French 
progress continues. as does that of the 
British army, numerous prisoners, war 
material, trench mortars and machine 
guns being captured. 

On the front of Les Eparges, St. Remy, 
and Calonne trench, the German attacks 
have been completely driven back, a 
thousand Germans being left on the 
field at the point of the front. only. 

The French have assumed the offen- 
sive and are making progress. 

At Hartmannsweilerkopf, after cap- 
turing the summit, the French advanced 
200 meters down the eastern slopes. 

BERLIN, April 28—The German army 
headquarters today gave’ out the fol- 
lowing official statement: 

“In the western theater—The British 
attacked in Flanders with very strong 
forces the -new line of our positions 
north and northwest of. Ypres, , which 
runs from three to four kilofneters 
south of the previous line, from close 
to the north of Dechoudt farm, on the 
Yser canal, by way of St. Julien, in 
the direction of Grafenstafel. . 

“These assaults, which partly were 
attacked in the rear by German artillery 
southeast of Ypres, completely broke 

wn under our fire with extraordinarily 
heavy losses. 

“The enemy’s fire completely demol- 
ished the houses in Lizerne, which were 
vacated by us during last night.. The 
bridgehead situated on the left bank of 
the canal, immediately to the east of 
Lizerne, still is being held by us. 

“In the engagements hitherto fought 
at Ypres our troops took 50 ——- 
guns, 

“We have commenced to iain’ the 
important railway junction and _- mili- 
tary headquarters at Poperinghe, about 
12 kilometers west of Ypres, with appre- 
ciable success. 

“In the forest of Argonne a French 
night attack to the northeast of Vienne- 
le-Chateau was repulsed. 

“In the Meuse hills we also secured 
further advantages yesterday. Although 
the French brought up new forces the 
attacks made by the enemy against our 
positions at, Combres failed. 

“A fierce attack in the forest of <Ailly 
was repulsed by us with heavy losses to 
the enemy. Further east of this district 
the enemy gained no new ground.

Antagonistic Speeches 


Colonel Roosevelt admitted making a 
Speech in 1904 declaring Mr. Barnes a 
“menace.” ‘Another speech in which Mr. 
Roosevelt said Messrs. Barnes and 
Murphy ought to be in the same party 
was admitted by the witness just before 
cross-examination closed. 

Attorney Ivins read several of Colonel 
Roosévelt’s speeches and statements to 
the jury. Colonel Roosevelt, from the 
witness stand, supplied omissions from 
the printed reports of his speech and 
made corrections. Once he took the 
copy from Mr. Ivins’. hands and read 
the speech himself, with energy and em- 
phasis. 

Some of the antj-Barnes attatks were 
excluded by Justice Andrews, including 
Mr. Roosevelt’s speeches made after Mr. 
Barnes filed the libel suit last July. 


Many Letters Identified 


Confidential correspondence that passed 
between Theodore Roosevelt on the one 
hand, and William Barnes and Thomas 
C. Platt, then United States senator, on 
the other, was read to the jury Tuesday. 

Colonel Roosevelt identified the letters 
and answered questions about them and 
some more about campaign contributions 
and big business. 

He concluded the day by claiming, as 
his own, speeches and interviews pub- 
lished in New York newspapers, in which 
he said some things about the men he 
called “the ‘bosses,’ The names of 
Messrs. Barnes of New York, Murphy of 
New: York, Guggenheim of Colorado, Cox 
of Ohio, Lorimer of Illinois, Penrose of 
Pennsylvania, and others were scattered 
througlf these articles. 

The letters that passed between Col- 
onel Roosevelt and Senator Platt showed

“During the disembarkation Sunday of 
the allied forces at the Dardanelles, 
French troops comprising infantry and 
artillery had been designated particu- 
larly for operations at Kum Kalesi, on 
the Asiatic side. This. mission was 
completely and successfully fulfilled. 

“Aided by the cannon of the French 
fleet and under the fire of the enemy, our 
troops succeeded in occupying the village 
and have continued its occupation, de- 
spite seven counter-attacks at night, sup- 
ported by heavy artillery. - 

“We took 500 prisoners and the losses 
to the enemy appear to have been con- 
siderable. 

“The general disembarkation of the 
allied forces continues under good | con- 
ditions.” — 


LONDON, April 27—A joint war office

“After days of hard fighting in a 
difficult country the troops landed on 
Gallipoli peninsula are thoroughly mak- 
ing good their footing with the effective 
help of the navy.

Mr. Wilson Passes Most of His 


Time in Private Familiarizing 
Himself With International 
Questions and Problems

WASHINGTON — It would be inter- 
esting to know just exactly what Presi- 


dent Wilson is doing in his White House 


seclusion these days. Since Congress’ 
adjourned he has denied himself to prac- 


tically all except invited callers, spend- 
ing most of his time in his private 
study in the White House proper, and 
seldom going to his executive offices. 
On Tuesdays at 10 o'clock he sees the 
Washington newspaper correspondents 
in his office, but almost all other callers 
who are seen at all go to the White 
House. Cabinet meetings are held in 
the President’s study instead of in the 
cabinet room. Mr. Tumulty, his pri- 
vate secretary, does not see the Presi- 
dent for days at a time. 

The fact is tnat Mr. Wilson is insist- 
ing that his subordinates dispose of all 
matters that do not imperatively come 
to him, so he can be free to study and 
deal with international questions un- 
hindered by the hundreds of relatively 
petty annoyances that otherwise would 
go over his desk. The international 
questions, however, he personally is 
handling, with such aid as he solicits 


from his cabinet advisers and Counsellor, 


Lansing of the state department. To 
make sure that American neutrality is 
kept intact, at least consistent with his 
view of neutrality and not one thing 
today and another thing tomorrow, the 


_ President is personally writing the notes 
. that have to'be sent from time to time 


to the belligerent governments. 


Not Seeking Glory 


It nas been said, in some quarters 
uncomplimentarily, that President Wil- 
son is pulling his wires to become the 
chief arbiter in the settlement of the 
European war. Desirable as a termina- 
tion of the war may be, this is an un- 
generous interpretation of the Presi- 
dent's actions. It ig certain that he de- 


Sires>peace in Europe and that he will 


do everything in his power to bring it 
about when the proper time comes. It 
is also certain that he: is devoting much 
of his time to a thorough study of in- 
ternational law and precedents and to 
an analysis of European political prob- 
lems with a view to having an intelli- 
gent grasp of the situation if he should 
ever be invited to act. But that he is 
campaigning for election to the role of 
peacemaker is most improbable. 

It is safe to assume that Mr. Wilson’s 
seclusion has a much broader signifi- 
eance than this. Instead of seeking 
personal glory for aiding in the termi- 
nation of the European war, it is much 
more’ likely. that he preparing his 
government for the important part it 
must take’as a world power in the in- 
ternational conferences that must al- 
most inevitably follow the war looking 
toward permanent international peace. 
‘Prominent ‘American statesmen are 
being convinced by the events in Europe 
that nations will realize now more than 
ever before the futility of war and will 
see the reasonablénmess of an interna- 
tional agreement to minimize the likeli- 
hood of another great war. It is not un- 
likely that President Wilson takes this 
view. Few hope that the time for com- 
plete disarmament has arrived, but there 
is a very strong: belief that limitation 
of armaments is practicable, and that 
still more important, it is practicable to 
commit nations mutually to settle dis- 
agreements without resort to arms. 


Force of World Treaty 


Advocates of. strong national defense 
scoff at the talk of thesworld peace and 
cite’: the: European “scraps of paper” as 
proof t that treaties, are useless under 
provocation. It is: one’ thing, however, 
for,a nation to disregard a treaty with 
another nation and quite another thing 
for that nation to disregard ‘a treaty 
signed by all the. world powers.

Possible as Arbiter 


It-may be, of course, that . President | 
Wilson will be called upon to aid in | 
settling the European dispute. - There 
are those who say Germany never would 
consent to the United States acting as 
arbiter because of the German feeling 
that Wilson neutrality has favored the 
Allies. This may be so now. The Ger- 
man press may be unfriendly just at this 
time because of the reply to the Berns- 
torff note and because of a few other oc- 
currences, but the course of a‘ true neu- 
tral is’ never smooth, first one belligerent 
and then the other feeling slighted. It 
will be recalled that American objection 
to the British blockade did not please 
England .while Germany was most 
friendty at that time. “Now it. is Ger- 
many that is displeased. But the war is 
not yet over and who knows how..many 


tomes ? 

"In considering the President’s relation 
to the peace question Mexico must not 
be forgotten. It would not be a surprise 
to some close observers of the case if 
President Wilson should succeed in re- 
conciling the Villa and Carranza fac- 
tions and restoring peace in that coun- 
try. With Huerta and the old regime 
out of the way any government that 
would be set up there now would. sup- 
port the principles for which the civil 
war has been fought and the-Wilson ad- 
ministration is in sympathy with the 
revolution. The differences between 
Villa and Carranza are purely personal, 
arising out of the suspicion of each that 
the other had “packed” the Aguascal- 
ientes convention. On fundamental prin- 
ciples they are agreed. 


Studying Mexico Case 

President Wilson has been making a 
close study of the Mexican case during 
the past few weeks. He has had his 
personal representatives at work on it 
there and here. Duvall West returns 
shortly from a trip to Mexico where, as 
the President’s special representative, he 
conferred at length with leaders of all 
factions. This may have been with the 
idea of bringing all parties in agreement 
on a compromise government which the 
United, States could recognize, and it is 
full of possibilities in this direction, 
Recognition by the United States, which’ 
it is believed would be accorded upon 
the first reasonabie excuse, would be fol- 
lowed by recognition by other govern- 
ments and give assurance of a peace of 
some permanence. 

It must be remembered that next year 
is Presidential election; year in- the 
United States. While President Wil- 
son’s opponents are making the most of 
the administration’s diplomatic hard- 
ships, failure to accomplish something 
definite might be disastrous to the 
Democratic campaign. On the other hand 
it would be difficult to find a more potent 
campaign argument than the establish- 
ment of a recognized government in Mex- 
ico or constructive participation in «a 
world peace conference.

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| that the things which cost us the great: 
est struggle and labor are those we value 
highest. To the multi- millionaire who 
can as well afford fifty thousand as five 
for a picture, the element of sacrifice 
does not enter. It has become merely 
@ commercial transaction, one of mon- 
etary values, and hence the true appre- 
ciation of the collector has been lost. 
_“Again,.in the colleetions of very rich 
men I am inclined to think that it is 
not always the most artistic motive 
that rules. It is largely ‘the spirit of 
acquisitiveness, of possession, that gov- 
erns. Where that is so I hardly think 
the true fove for art can exist. I do 
wish to be understood as lumping 
private collections in a general condem- 
nation, for that would be absurd. They 
are of great value, for they bring to- 
gether for a people art they perhaps 
would never have the opportunity of 
seeing, ultimately.” 

Returning to the question of a distinc- 
tive American art, Sir Hugh sau: 


Aa American Art 


“As I said, there is great difficulty in 
answering such a question offhand, for. 


sidered. It has been said, or so I under- 
stand, that American art is destined to 
typify the American spirit, which js 
somewhat obvious. How far it is to 
typify that spirit will depend a great 
deal ‘on the influences that are brought 
to bear upon it. If we are to admit 
that the commercial spirit has ruled 
American life, and that the nationa] art 
is to typify that spirit you have one 
thing, and not necessarily to be decried, 
but I understand tnat there is a far 
different spirit abroad in the land than 
‘formerly, and that you are undergoing 
a true spiritual awakening. Now there 
may be romance and art in the blast 
furnace, only, so far, mankind has not 
been educated to seek there for art, 
and perhaps there are bounds placed by 
custom on what is and what is not 
artistic. You tell me that one of your 
crities some time ago asserted that there 
would never be a distinctive American 
‘music because there was no legend or 
folk lore. I cannot understand that, for 
to me there is a vast legendary fund in 
American history, 

“Of course I am not familiar with 
music, but it would.seem that America 
has already produced ‘a distinctive type 
‘of music in the syncopated form. I find 
it attractive and refreshing, but whether 
it falls under the specifications of good 
music, or not, I don’t pretend’to say. It 
surely is as satisfying and as accurately 
descriptive as some of the national music 
we hear, that comes from other lands. 
At present your art is in the condition 
of having drawn much of its technique 
from the older schools, and this neces- 
sarily keeps your . ‘tists in the fami- 
liar lines, but even these lines are break- 
ing-down. Many of your best men have 
gone to the European schools for their 
instruction, but I see no reason why 
that should continue. In the United 
States you have’a number of great art- 
ists, and I see no reason why American 
art schools should not be established 
that would be as helpful as any other 
schools. Tradition, in the matter of 
schools, would not be a help, but a 
hindrance. 


Art Grows Broader 


“In the past the schools grew up be- 


Transportation and facilities for inter- 
communication were almost wholly lack- 
ing as we consider them today. An art- 
ist like Rembrandt established himself 
in a community, and about him gathered 
a little group of disciples who called 
him master, recognizing his genius. 
They copied his general style, and while 
they had enough individuality to make 
their work distinctive as individuals, 
yet they clung to the same general 
lines. In Spain we find a Velasquez, but 
located in one spot, in Italy a Titian, 
and so on. These men founded schools, 
and thus we have a distinctive type or 
series of resemblances of all the work 
produced during a given period of years 
in or about a given locality. Now that 
cannot well occur today, for artists trav- 
el about. No man feels willing to settle 
himself to a single spot and remain 
there. Art is more cosmopolitan today, 
and hence broader in its scope and in- 
terpretation. 

“Then, too, I am of the belief that 
environment has had much to. do with 
the style of art. One country may mani- 
fest more phlegmatism than another, and 
this. surely must be reflected in the art 
produced there. It is the expression of 
the nationalism, or the character of the 
people themselves. I know many per- 
sons will not agree with me when I say 
a thing like that, for they incline to the 
belief that genius overcomes all limita- 
tions of-time and place, and so on, but I 
find that my, study of the productions of 
the great painters indicate strong na- 
tionalisms. Now, there is a national 
spirit in America that is reflected in the 
character of the’people. I feel it when 
I come hére. It must stimulate your 
artists in certain directions. As you 
have produced great works in other 
directions, this spirit should express it- 
self in art, now that. America has laid 
in her foundations on a solid basis and 
has time to look about. 

American Artists 

“And America has produced artists 
second to none. Whistler claimed Amer- 
ica for his nativity.” 
United States may well be proud, and 
there are others. Perhaps in the past 


been appreciative of the feelings and ar- 
tistie needs of your artists, and they 
have felt they could find something more 
congenial abroad, but I am sure that 
time has. fortuituously passed. Both 
Whistler and Sargent have been men 
that. are distinctive in their ideals and 
expressions.

“A nation may become an art’’patron, 
but it will be a difficult style of patron- 
age, and economics is very likely | to enter 
into it. But your art here ‘is growing, 
and-I find a great difference since/I’ waa 
here last, even if I am-asked to attend 
picture auctions at night, which I find 
just a little disconcerting.”

FOGG MUSEUM. 
ACQUIRES RARE 
EARLY PRINTS 
Italian, German and One French 
,in List of Recent Acquisitions, 


Some of Which Are Gifts and 
Others Bought at Ives Sale 


On public exhibition in the Fogg art 
museum, Harvard University, Cambridge, 
are 17, early Italian and German prints 
and g#e French print, recently acquired. 
Some of the works are gifts of friends of 
the museum; others are purchases made 
at the sale of the lves collection in New 
York a fortnight ago. They represent 
wood engraving and etching in: its.early | 
manifestations at the end of the fifteenth 
and the beginning of the sixteenth cen* 
turies, and they fill certain gaps that ex- 
isted in the print collection of: the’ mu- 
seum. Of especial interest is a picture 


“Calumny.” It ig a clear and dramatic} 
representation of the allegory. Calumny, 
at-the center, is dragging Innocence-He:. 


fore the ass-eared judge, who is seated at* 


Virtue and Penitence ‘stand 
helplessly at the right. The background 
of the picture is a square in Venice. A 
work which is. of interest to collectors is 
a. page from Dante’s “Divine Comedy,” 
with an archaic illustration. 

This print.is from Landino’s Dante, 
published in Florence in 1481, and is a 
good example of the Finiguerra school, 
showing the so-called “fine manner” tech- 
nique. It pictures Dante and Virgil 
with the vision of Beatrice and is an il- 
lustration of the second canto of the In- 
ferno. The page is intact and in perfect 
condition, with the picture printed in 
brownsh ink between the end of the sec- 
ond canto and the beginning of the third. 
It is of special value to the student to 
have the leaf entire, for he is enabled 
in this way to place the = in its 
proper setting. 

Two anonymous prints, one represent- 
ing Venus on the sea, the other the 
Phophet Nathan blessing David, show the 
Jtalian technique in its later development. 

Of the engravers who were influenced 
by Mantegna, two are represented among 
the new accessions, Giovanni Antonio da 
Brescia and Zoan Andrea. The “Woman 
Watering a Plant,” by Giovanni Antonio 
da Brescia, is a beautiful, delicate im- 
pression from a plate finely engraved, 
evidently copied in reverse from a plate 
by Marcantonio.~It belongs to the later 
period of Giovanni 
“Judith Placing the Head of Holofernes 
in a Sack Held by an Attendant,” is an 
extremely rare. and interesting print. 
It has been ascribed to the hand of 
Zoan’ Andrea by some critics, but that 
attribution has been questioned by oth- 
ers. It is clearly after a design by Man- 
tegna and shows the vigor and force of 
his drawing and the sculpturesque char- 
acter of his figures. 

The “Calumny of Apelles” is engraved 
by Mocetto after a drawing by Man- 
tegna in the. British Museum. The ‘sub-

ject, which was ‘taken from a description. 


of a lost picture by the great Greek 
painter Apelles, was used many times by 
the artists of the Renaissance. The best 
known. treatment of the subject is the 
painting by Botticelli in the Uffizi. gal- 
lery, Florence. This version a€ter Man- 
tegna follows the text of the Greek 
writer, Lucian, very closely. The scene 
is laid in an.-open piazza in Venice, with 
the church of San Giovanni e, Paolo and 
| the equestrian statue of Colleoni by 
Verrocchio in the ‘background. The new 
acquisition is a fine impression of the 
first, state of the plate. 

Benedetto Montegna is closely related 
to the Venetian school. He worked in 
Vicenza in the early part of the six- 
teenth century. Prints from more than 
50 of his plates are extant. His “Man 
With an Arrow,” in the Fogg museum 
collection, is a graceful figure, delicately 
eut with a fine “graver-stroke, and be- 
longs to the later period of Montegna’s 
career after he had laid aside the open, 
loose style of his early plates. He used 
dots instead of lines or in combination 
with the lines in the lighter shadows. 
The impression is a very brilliant one 
from the second state of the plate, show- 
ing the addition of a hill in the back- 
ground. |

In the gallery of Doll & Richards, 71 
Newbury street, there has been placed on 
exhibition a number of etchings by 
French and English artists that are not 


only of. great charm in themselves but. 


afford as well an interesting comparison 
in very different methods of working. 
The largest display is of the work of 
Eugene Bejot, a French artist who has 
been attaining prominence in, the last 
few years. His drafting*is most exgct 
and patient. Hedelineates each building, 
each bit of foliage, each cloud, carefully. 
and accurately, working to the very edge 
of the plate, and using chiaroscuro and 
no rapid strokes to hint at color or -at- 
mosphere. As a result, his prints at 
first glance seem.a bit dry and didactic, 
but a closer’ inspecfion reveals plenty 
that interests. One of his best is the 
“Le Quai de l’Horloge,” a glimpse. across 
the Seine in Paris, with several boats in 
midstream, the neatly ranged buildings 
of the Quartier Latin on the other side, 
and. afew tiny figures to be seen here 
and there, lending life to the scene. Here 
the quality of literalness that is remini- 
scent of a photograph persists but. its 
value in presenting realigm is plain. 
There are also a number of prints of 
Spanish scenes by the same. artist, with 
their interest carefully balanced between 
the background, the middle ground an‘ 
the foreground. And to show that M 
Bejot can work with a freer hand when 
he chooses, one may see two rather color-

GOVERNMENT MAPS 
COMING INTO USE. 
BY THE SCHOOLS 


Geological Survey Doing a Great 
Work in Supplying Accurate 
Information for the Public 


Special to The Christian Science Monitor from 
its Washington Bureau 


WASHINGTON—The high schools of 
Buffalo, N. Y., are to be provided with 
geological survey maps, so that the 
scholars may have an opportunity to 
study’ om a large scale and in detail: 
certain phases of United States geogra- 
phy. Among the areas which Buffalo 
young people are thus to..have an oppor- 
tunity to know about are the Niagara 
gorge, the Delaware water gap, the cities 
of New ‘Orleans,’ Duluth, | Philadelphia, 
New York, Boston and Washington, and 
parts of the coast differing so greatly as, 
Boothbay, Me., Atlantic City, N. J., and 
the Mississippi delta. 

The geological survey, since its organ- 
ization in 1879, has been continuously 
engaged in the making of maps of this 
sort, and its heads are pleased, to know. 
that the maps are steadily coming into 
use in the public schools of the country. 


falo high schools is in line with similak:

Thus -far the geelogical survey has} 
surveyed topographically about 1,200,000 
square miles, or nearly 40 per cent of the’ 
‘United States, as well as 170,000 square} ' 
miles. in. Alaska. The maps resulting 
from this survey are printed in three or- 
four colors, and show in minute detail 
not only the topography of the several 
areas, but also the roads, railways, 
towns, villages, and even individual} 
houses existing at the time. Some of the! 
maps also show the ~-ooded areas. These | 
maps are of unsurpassed accuracy, and 
are in greut demand for many purposes, | 
the average number sent out daily be-} 
ing more than 1500. 

“I was interested, in the course of a 
recent. trip west,” said Mr. Guy V. Mitch-'} 
ell of the geological survey recently, “to 
notice the extent to which our maps are’ 
being used in the public schools of Chi- 
cago. We get out a special set of 50 
‘maps ‘for school use, and undertake in: 
them to cover the points that are of 
most importance in school work. A ré- 
vised edition of this set of maps, bring- | 
ing them down to date, is now being’ 
prepared, and will be ready for distribu- 
ntiop- at the commencement of. the next

San Frarrcisco Gets the Liberty Bell 


As FAR back as 1909 the Million, Club of San Fran- 
cisco sought to borrow the’ historic liberty.bell of Phila- 
delphia, that it might be exhibited in Caltfornia: for a 
brief period,. The. club’s petition to the Philadelphia . 
council was. joined by. citizens of. Portland, Ore., who 
asked that they might have it as a féature of the rose 
festival in June of that year. The petition, however, 
In defense of its attitude toward such 
requests in general it was held’by Philadelphia that, while 
the relic belongs to the nation as a whole, that city is 
its responsible keeper, that the place for it is in Independ- 
ence hall, and that’ it would be cheapened by_exhibitions 
throughout the cotintry and might even be injured or 
destroyed. “If anything should happen to it,” said a 
local. newspaper at the time, “Philadelphia would never 
be forgiven.” * In.191 a delegation of girls representing 
the ‘Panama-Pacific- - exposition enterprise came to the

As finally accepted it bore the legend: “Pro= 
claim Liberty Throughout ‘All the Land Unto’ All the 
Inhabitants Thereof,’” . Leviticus: xxv.” 10. ‘History 
_recites that the bell was first ‘used to proclaitn the political 
liberty promised in the Declaration of Independence, on 
July 8 :1776,/a day appointed by Congress, when John 
“Nixon read the document named from-the balcony of 
_ Independence ‘hall. 7 
- |The first journey of the bell after 1776 was, in 1777, 
when the Americans evacuated Philadelphia.. It was at - 
that time removed to Allentown, Pa.,, for safe-keeping. 
Not. for more than a hundred years from its restoration 
to Independence hall’ was it again disturbed. In 1885" 
it was.takén to the World’s Industrial exhibition in New 
Orleans: in 1893 it was exhibited at the: World’s Colum- 
bian exposition in Chicago; in 1895 it. visited the Cotton 
States exposition in Atlanta, Ga.; in 19@2 it was one of 
the great ‘attractions of the South Carolina Interstate 
and West Indian exposition in Charleston;. and it_was 
given an important place in confiection with the one hun- 
dred and twenty-eighth anniversary celebration of the 
battle-of Bunker Hill,«Boston, in*1903.
